Why are we not getting better 
homes like all the others? 


BOTH myself and my wife 
are disabled pensioners and 
we would very much like to 
know why the ‘Better Homes 
for Greenwich’ has just 
ignored our estate. Every 
road, flat, house in the area 
has been refurbished, mainly 
with double-glazed windows, 
bathrooms and kitchens. We 
don’t need a bathroom or 
kitchen. We have a wet room 
and stair lift, all we want are 
double-glazed windows as the 
ones we have are old. 

A lot of people have bought 
their own house and of 
course have put in new 
windows. We were always 
told that local councils were 


supposed to look after the 
elderly. In the winter it’s 
freezing in here, we have 
to have the heating on 
constantly and the windows 
are very difficult to open. 
What we want is anybody 
from the council to visit us 
and see for themselves what 
it is like here. 

When we phone the council 
we are told we are not even 
on their programme and 
it’s the same old excuse, 
“Money”. Well, why are they 
still refurbishing houses 
around surrounding areas? 

Mr A.S. Allen, Woolwich 
• A repairs officer from the 
Housing department inspected 


the windows at Mr and Mrs 
Allen’s home last week and 
found they were in good 
condition. One had two small 
screws missing and an order 
has been made to replace 
these. The Woolwich area 
has benefited from a range 
of improvements under the 
Decent Homes programme and 
on this estate 25 properties 
benefited from new boilers, 50 
from new external doors and 
69 from new wiring. The estate 
was built around 1983 and the 
windows met the government’s 
Decent Homes standard age 
criteria as they were less than 
40 years old and so they were 
not replaced. 


Why is Pleasaunce closing so early? 


I LIVE near Well Hall 
Pleasaunce in Eltham and I go 
by the park every day, either 
late afternoon or evening. 

On the gate there is an 
opening hour time table 
notice. For example, March/ 
April the park is supposed 
to close at 6pm. June/July/ 
August it’s 9pm. 

Why is it the gates are never 
closed at the proper time? 


Most of the time it’s 15 
minutes to half an hour early, 
but it has been 45 minutes to 
an hour earlier. 

A few times last summer I 
walked passed at 8.30pm and 
the gates were locked. Once, 
it was just past 8pm. Yet I bet 
the park wardens claim full 
pay for the hours the park 
should be open. Why not 
have a timetable which reads 


‘Opening hours: ‘As and when 
we feel like it’ and be done 
with it!

• Thank you for comments and 
bringing your concerns to our 
attention. We are pleased that 
you are regular visitor Well Hall 
Pleasaunceand we are sorry 
you have experienced problems 
with the park gates being locked 
early. Signage at the park does 
notify visitors that there can be 
variances on closing times. This 
is due to gates being locked 
by mobile teams that travel 
between sites on occasions. This 
is an area of service that the 
royal rorough has committed 
to improve and a review of the 
locking arrangements is due to 
take place shortly with the aim 
of improving service delivery.

PUPILS flew the flag for 
nations which have hosted 
the Olympic Games as part 
of their celebrations for 
London 2012. 

The Wyborne primary children 
even staged their own Olympic 
closing ceremony, parading 
their colourful creations in a 
school assembly. 

Pupils and staff commemorated 
the Olympics coming to 
the borough with creative 
workshops and performances. 

Senior curriculum leader at 
the New Eltham school, Jennie 
Leeper said: “It’s important 
for the children to understand 
the culture and heritage of the 
different countries that host the 
Olympic Games. 

“There were special classes 
throughout the week to show the 
history and customs of the past 
Olympic hosts like Greece and 
Australia to give the children 
an understanding of how cities 
evolve and change after the 
Games.” 

Earlier in the week pupils took 
part in song writing workshops 
which saw Year 4 pupils devising 
inspirational and sporty lyrics to 
use in an opening ceremony for 
the mini Olympics.

Jennie added: “The workshop 
with the Mayor was like a giant 
bidding debate.

Getting tougher 
with bad tenants 



THE royal borough is getting tougher 
with tenants who trash their council 
homes before they move out. 

From Monday April 2, tenants who leave 
their flats filthy or damaged will have to 
pay to put things right before they are 
allowed to move into their new home. 

There are about 23,000 council 
homes in the royal borough 
ranging from bedsits to 
five-bedroom houses. 

Of these, about 1,300 
change hands every 
year, at an average 
repair cost of £4,000 
per move. But 
it is difficult to 
recoup the money 
once tenants 

have moved out, 
particularly if they 
are not in work. 

The list of 

deliberate damage 
and theft includes 
unauthorised 
alterations, and the 
removal of fixtures and 
fittings such as kitchens as 
well as the removal of copper piping 
so it can be sold for scrap. 

From next month, properties will be 
inspected while tenants are viewing a 
potential new home. If they refuse to 
pay up for any damage, their move will 


be cancelled. The royal borough is also 
planning to photograph the inside of 
homes before the new tenants move in, 
so there is a permanent record of the 
condition when it was let. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, told GT: 
“Our new policy is something that 
tenants’ reps and groups have 
been pressing for because 
they see people leave a 
mess and then move into 
something that’s new 
and nice. It’s hard to 
recover the costs if 
people are not in 
work. It might be 
just a few pounds 
a week they have 
to pay but we are 
left with costs 
of thousands of 
pounds. So it’s 
better for us, if we 
have to, to say ‘Sorry 
you can’t move’.” 

He added: “We have 
listened to local people 
and are getting tough 
^n people who mistreat our 
property and think there won’t be 
any consequences or sanctions for them. 
This initiative is part of a drive to reclaim 
homes for the vast majority of tenants 
who look after their properties and care 
about the place where they live.”

FOR a swimmer, 12-year- 
old Sabrina Sinha is 
an exceptional cross- 
country runner. 

She left no fewer than 
367 young athletes in 
her wake as she won 
the England Under 
13 title over 3,000 
metres on the 
classic Parliament 
Hill course - and this 
Saturday (March 31) 
she’ll be in Scotland 
making her debut for 
England against the 
other home nations. 

Swimming? Well, 
bizarrely enough, 
it’s in the pool that 
Cambridge Harrier 
Sabrina, who lives 
in Blackheath, does 
most of her training. 
She’s the Kent 200m 
freestyle champion - but 
surely it’s on the track that her 
competitive future lies. 

At present she is restricted 
to 800 and 1500 metres but her 
Harriers’ coach, Mark Newell 
told GT: “I think she could run 
almost any distance. If, in ten 
years’ time, she wanted to try the 
marathon I’m sure she could do 
it. She’s a natural, her running 
looks effortless.” 

Sabrina’s form figures slipped 
under the radar for the national 
championships on February 24 
after she tripped and had to pass 
more than 100 runners to finish 
fifth. But any doubts the other 
runners - or Ladbrokes - had 
were answered by a comfortable 
seven-second victory in the main 
event. 

“It was amazing to win the race, 
an over-the-moon feeling, and 
it’s given me a lot of confidence,” 
said Sabrina, who will be 13 next 
month. 

“I run at the front and because 
of my swimming I know I’m 
really fit and can keep it going. 
I swim every day except Sunday 
and Tuesday evening when I 
come to Sutcliffe Park with 
Cambridge Harriers. 

“It’s everyone’s dream to go to 
the Olympics and it would be 


amazing to go, but I’m only 12 
years old and have to concentrate 
on what I’m doing now. I do feel 
pressure but it’s important not to 
show it in a race.” 

Sabrina won the London 
Borough Challenge at last year’s 
London Mini-Marathon in her 
age group and will be out to 
defend her title on April 22. “I’ll 
do my best but there. 

“My coach Mark has been been 
there for me all the way. Although 
I don’t come training as much 
as the others he understands 
because he knows I’m doing my 
swimming.” 

Sabrina is looking forward to 
the London Games, especially to 
see how her hero Mo Farah does. 
Her other hero is Jesse Owens, 
the American sprinter who gave 
Hitler the hump at the 1936 
Olympics in Germany. 

“Jesse Owens is probably my 
inspiration because he showed 
you could be different and still do 
well,” said Sabrina. “If I keep this 
up I might make it myself one 
day. That’s my dream anyway.” 

The dream started when 
Sabrina joined her mum, Angela, 
in the Race for Life on Blackheath 
when she was five. “She just went 
into the zone all the way and did 
it in 22 minutes,” said Angela. 
“She ran like a runner.”

Star students’ red carpet treatment 


GREENWICH students who 
overcame behavioural and learning 
difficulties were among just three 
groups from all over the country to 
receive awards from the Prince of 
Wales at a glittering event in London. 

The inspirational young people from 
Crown Woods college in Eltham were 
hnoured at the Prince’s Trust & L’Oreal 
Paris Celebrate Success Awards hosted 
by Ant and Dec in front of a 1500-strong 
crowd at the Leicester Square Odeon on 
March 14. 

Joanna Lumley was also there to 
congratulate them. She said: “All the 
young people at today’s ceremony are 
incredibly inspirational and I hope they 
can offer some hope to young people in 
need of support to get their lives back on 
track.” 

The students had been nominated for 
the Balfour Beatty Community Impact 
Award that recognises the positive impact 
of young people in the community. 

Sixteen-year-old John Henley-Smith, 
from Plumstead, said: “Taking part in our 
community project was a great chance 
for us to learn new skills and make a 
difference in our community. We’re really 
excited to have been finalists for the 
award today. 

“We all feel really proud to be named 
runners-up. Our community project 
helped us in so many ways, but it means 
even more that we’ve been able to make a 
difference to other young people too.” 

The group walked the red carpet before 
the event alongside celebrities including 
Spice Girl Emma Bunton, BAFTA- 
winning actors Tom Hardy and Adam 


Deacon, and singer and BRIT award 
winner Emeli Sande. 

They impressed the judging panel, 
including award sponsor Balfour Beatty, 
with their story of determination to turn 
their life around. 

Each member had experienced low 
self-esteem due to personal barriers 
ranging from ADHD, autism and literacy 
difficulties that prevented them from 
engaging at school. 

All 11 students were referred to The 
Prince’s Trust course in the hope that 
the opportunities provided by the charity 
would improve their confidence and 
motivation to succeed at school. 

As part of the programme, they attended 
a session on knife and gun crime and 
were inspired to organise a community 
campaign to raise awareness of anti- 
social behaviour. 

They secured a Community Cash Award 
from the trust. 

In order to fund the project, the young 
people worked as a team to communicate 
their ideas to the Prince’s Trust to secure 
a the cash award which enabled them to 
create marketing material and organise 
assemblies in their college and scripted 
their own play on the subject to show to 
young people and parents in local schools. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
told GT: “These young people from Crown 
Woods College have shown that young 
people in Greenwich can and do make a 
positive difference to our community.”

Libraries 

decision 

LIBRARY services in the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich are to be run by Greenwich 
Leisure Limited following a final 
agreement from councillors at a meeting 
of full council last week. 

The move will save £250,000 a year, 
and it’s hoped that it will result in 
improvements to the service. 

GLL, which already runs the royal 
borough’s leisure centres, is a not-for- 
profit social enterprise and has strong 
local roots. It will operate the new 
contract from the end of March, alongside 
its contract for leisure management, until 
the end of 2027. A review will take place in 
2015 to assess its success. The deal will 
keep the library service at its current level, 
and library staff will be transferred to GLL 
on the same terms and conditions. 

The switch will see investment reading 
and writing activities, IT courses, 
seminars for jobseekers, and better 
access to books, films and wi-fi. It’s hoped 
a new Libraries for Health programme 
will help libraries play an active part in 
improving local people’s health. GLL has 
pledged to establish a new Library Board 
to represent service users. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “This decision builds upon 
Royal Greenwich’s proven track record 
in maintaining and improving its library 
service.

April 2012 marks 1,000 years since the death of St Alfege, and the church that honours his 
name is celebrating the milestone with services, workshops and a Saxon re-enactment.

IT’S the stuff of Hollywood movies 
- a Dark Ages tale of cloak, dagger, 
kidnap... and a barbaric end. 

It’s a name synonymous with 
Greenwich, and 2012 marks the 1,000th 
anniversary of the death of the man 
who would become Saint Alfege. 

Born in 954, Alfege was the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
go-to man in the high-profile political 
negotiations between the English king 
and the marauding Danes of the late 
9th and early 10th centuries. 

But it was at the hands of the 
Norsemen that Alfege would meet his 
gruesome fate in April 1012. 

Mark Harris, the church’s 
millennium co-ordinator told GT: “He 
was taken hostage by the Danes, who 
were invading at the time, and they 
were trying to get a ransom for him. 
But he wouldn’t allow the ransom to 
be paid, so things came to a head, the 
Danes got drunk, and they boned him 
to death.” 

The barbarians pummelled the 
hostage with huge animal bones until 
he was barely breathing, before he was 
finished off with an axe. 

“They ransacked Canterbury and 
captured him there, then they brought 
him here,” Mark said. “They were 
holding him prisoner in a camp here 
before they did the deed. 

“If you can imagine that the 
archbishop was also the foreign 
secretary, that gives us an idea of 
the importance of him at the time. It 
would have been a big deal when he 
was murdered.” 

In the aftermath of the slaying there 
was outrage at the brutal act, and 
some of the Vikings were so appalled 
they changed sides and went over to 
the Saxons. 

Mark added: “Some have said that

been the slogan 
for St Alfege’s through 
the centuries.” 

To mark the milestone, millennium 
celebrations take place at the church 
from April 19-22, with a special service 
and the visit of a Saxon tribe. 

Re-enactment group Regia Anglorum 
come in full period costume to set up 
camp over the weekend, with craft 
activities, weaving workshops and 
even a Viking long boat. 

In the spirit of pilgrimage, the 
opening event on April 19 begins with 
a service at Southwark Cathedral 
before the worshipers walk back to 
Greenwich. On Sunday April 22 the 
BBC Radio 4 Sunday morning service 


is being broadcast from the church. 

“We have tried to look at themes that 
would still resonate today, like social 
justice, pilgrimage, and reconciliation - 
because there was a big reconciliation 
after his death,” Mark said. 

The stone church that now stands in 
central Greenwich is the third to be 
built on the site. It has stood for nearly 
three centuries. 

“There was a sanctuary or a monument 
here right from the time he died,” he 
added. “We don’t know what the very 
first building exactly, but we know what 
the second, Medieval one was, because 


the inside 

of the tower remains to 
this day. It’s the only part of the 
second church which still stands. 

“The spot he was actually killed we 
think was somewhere between here and 
Ravensbourne on the peninsula.” 

King Canute, the first Danish king of 
England following Alfege’s death, was 
responsible for taking his body back to 
Canterbury Cathedral and burying him 
there. 

Since the first church was erected on 
the central Greenwich site, scores of 
religious buildings across the globe 


have taken 
the saint’s name. 

Volunteer at the church, Daphne 
McCort said: “We had a couple in who 
had been married at a church in South 
Africa called St Alfege’s - they couldn’t 
believe it when they came across us!”

This help could include a visit from a care worker to make sure the person is keeping warm at home and to organise help if cold weather means 
they cannot get out to die shops, or attend an appointment at die hospital or GP, for exatnple.They can also help put people in touch the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich's Handyperson Service, or Welfare Rights Service who can make sure that people receive all of the benefits that they are 
entitled to.

Praise for young people’s activity programme

YOUNG people have given 
the thumbs-up to a new 
programme of exciting 
activities which start 
in time for the Easter 
holidays. 

They include arts and 
culture, volunteering, and 
discovering Royal Greenwich; 
music and performing arts, 
digital media as well as 
coaching and training in sport 
and healthy living. 

Activities are being organised 
by the Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust (CACT), 
which is now running youth 
services on behalf of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. The 
pioneering partnership will 
mean CACT - which already 
has a strong track record of 
delivering sport, mentoring 
and other activities for young 


people - working with a range 
of organisations to bring 
expertise and local knowledge 
into the youth service. 

Last week four taster sessions 
were held at youth clubs to 
give young people a flavour of 
what’s on offer from April 1. 
Young people could also give 
their views and suggestions 
on other activities they would 
like to see in the future. 

At the Valley Central Youth 
Hub in Charlton, George 
Horne, 16, from Thamesmead 
was trying out the interactive 
Playstation for football 
skills. He said: “The whole 
programme is very good 
for young people, and it’s a 
good opportunity to meet 
new people.

Rayleigh Clarke, 18, who is 
on Greenwich Young People’s 
Council said: “It’s really good 
that they have thought about 
access for all and inclusivity. 
Moving the services around 
to where there is more need 
makes a lot of sense and it 
makes it accessible to more 
young people in Greenwich.” 

The full activity programme 
will operate during term-time 
for 40 weeks a year with a 
school holiday programme of 
more than 10 weeks each year.

During the school holidays, 
there will be 8-10 sessions 


per week complementing the 
Summer activity programme. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for children and young 
people, said: “Our pioneering 
partnership with Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust 
is a win-win for everyone 
involved. While many 
boroughs are cutting back 
services, the royal borough’s 
decision means that young 
people here will have better 
access to support and coaching 
from experts.

Mum Christine who regularly attends 
the yearly event and is a Volunteer for 
local charity Homestart said: “Her offers 
brilliant services. I enjoy coming to these 
events and meeting women from all 
different backgrounds and diversities.

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GREENWICH Peninsula 
promises to be one of the 
hottest tickets in town this 
summer, playing host not 
only to Olympic events, but 
also to a big festival. 

The Peninsula Festival will run 
alongside the Games, from July 
19- August 12, with music, a big 
screen for watching the Games, 
and even a beach. 

Organisers Siebe Terband and 
Frank Dekker came up with the 
idea for the event back in 2009. 

Frank told GT: “The original 
idea was to provide a home for all 
the Dutch fans who would come 
over for the Olympic Games, but 
then we realised that because we 
are in London we are here for the 
wider community.” 

“Greenwich was the perfect 
area because of its situation and 
involvement in the Olympics - we 
want to be very much part of the 
fabric of London’s celebration of 
the Games.” 

The site has camping space for 
4,500 people, and capacity for each 
day of the festival is 10,000. 

“We’re running 12 music 
events during that period - pop 
concerts,” Frank said. “The site 
will have a big screen showing 
live Olympics every day, 
and there will be a number of 
entertainment activities on site 
such as interactive sports.” 

The Peninsula Festival is 
the latest to be added to the 
Greenwich Festivals roster, the 
annual programme of cultural 
events in the borough. 

The main festival area and 
campsite covers a space of almost 
six hectares - the size of 11 football 
pitches. 

“The beach is by the river just 
off Delta Wharf - it’s 13,000sq 
metres in size, the biggest man- 
made beach in Europe,” the 
Dutchman said. “The sand comes 
from Norfolk - good sand!” 

Frank’s team - many employed 
from Greenwich - have utilised 
the state-of-the-art facilities North 
Greenwich offers, and are working 
out of offices in Mitre Passage. 

“My background is to work 
with Dutch organisations who 
want to do things in the UK,” 
the businessman said. “We’re 
working with specialists to help 
us deliver the various elements of 
the festival”. 

Tents on the campsite are 
provided alongside all the 
facilities expected of a modern 
festival. “The vast majority of the

camping facility is pre-built, so campers 
only need to bring their toothbrush,” he 
added. 

Interactive elements on site will give 
festival-goers the chance to try their 
hand at some of the Olympic events 
going on in London. 

“There’s an activity where users can 
cycle parts of the Olympic route on a 
cycle trainer,” he said. 

The musical line-up has yet to be 
finalised, but there will be both DJs and 
bands on the bill. 

“The idea is to have live music most 


nights, and we will compliment that 
with DJs,” Frank added. “Ticket prices 
will depend on the final line-up, but it 
will be somewhere between 25 and 45 
pounds.” 

There is also a VIP and hospitality area 
on site called the Connect Village. 

The festival is the latest boost for the 
peninsula, which is all set for a busy 
summer. 

The 02 is to be re-named the North 
Greenwich Arena for the duration of 
the Olympics, when it plays host to 
the basketball, wheelchair basketball, 


artistic gymnastics, and trampoline. 

The festival’s gigs have been managed 
so they don’t clash with Olympic events 
happening at the arena. Capacity of the 
festival rises from 10,000 to 20,000 on 
non-Olympic days. 

Peninsula Festival runs from July 
19-August 12. The beach is open from 
June 1.

He equals 
MC Square 

YOU didn’t need to be a mathematician to 
see the great formula at the heart of the 
Roan Theatre’s production of Proof. 

The David Auburn play had a three-night 
run at John Roan Pavilion in Kidbrooke, and 
from the outset, the stars of the show were 
numbers. 

Genius maths professor Robert, played by 
the Soprano-esque Trevor Talbot, was driven 
mad by equations, his neurosis handed down 
to his daughter. 

“You knew prime numbers from the age 
of three,” he told Catherine, played by his 
real-life daughter Claire Talbot. 

The pairing was a neat trick by director 
Graham Johnson which injected real warmth 
and emotion into the performance. 

Set in Chicago, the Brit cast had a 
commendable grasp of the native vernacular. 
Stuart Mitchell-Smith was on particularform 
as the charmingly nerdy Hal, whose student 
awe for Robert almost outweighed his love 
for Catherine. 

Sarah Lavis as pushy sister Claire was 
the fourth side of the square, but the ghost 
of fifth cast member, mathematics - or to 
use the American term, ‘math’ - was ever 
present. 

The tension between the sisters was 
palpable. There was jealousy from the elder, 
Claire, when interloper Hal discovered a 
notebook with a breakthrough math theorem 
by Catherine. 

Proof had multiple meanings across the 
play: proof of life after Robert’s death, proof 
of love between Hal and Catherine, and proof 
of legitimacy in Catherine’s genius. It was 
the latter’s veracity that would be hardest to 
establish. 

And if proof was needed of the bond 
between father and daughter, the scenes 
between the Talbots crackled with affection 
and melancholy. Deceased Robert was 
a figment of Catherine’s imagination as 
she remembered him sat out in the cold, 
descending into mental illness. He claimed 
to have come up with a brainwave, but when 
he handed the notebook to his daughter, it 
was full of jibberish. 

Math was the all-encompassing dramatic 
tool, personified in both fondness and 
frustration, sometimes with the use of 
colourful language - this was post-watershed 
stuff. Even in the process of Catherine and Hal 
becoming lovers, math was used as foreplay 
as they discussed it with seductive language. 
It was a reminder of just how significant 
math can is in everyday life - everything to 
birthdays, appointments, weight, currency, 
everything. We couldn’t be without maths, 
depressing as that sounds... 

And though it was set in America, the 
themes and relationships throughout were 
relevant and relatable and the cast and 
production provided a witty, yet poignant 
performance. This was a formula which 
added up to a really engaging show. 7/10

market in Greenwich. 

AND it’s not the only festival for young 
people this spring. The Youth Theatre 
Festival is on at the Woolwich Tramshed 
on March 31 and April 1. Jeremy said: 
“Eight different youth theatre groups 
from all over London - including ours 
- who are all performing stuff they’ve 
been working on.”

A TALE OF TWO DITTIES: Dickens, ahoue. and below, 

What the 
Dickens 

SCHOLARS are not always the most engaging 
creatures. 

They have a tendency to lose focus amid their 
expansive, cavernous minds. Their delivery is 
mumbled, their voices unappealing and all 
trace of humour is snuffed out. But Claire 
Tomalin, the author of Charles Dickens, a 
Life, kept her Blackheath Halls audience 
enchanted for more than an hour. With only 
handwritten notes as a prompt and standing 
all alone on the stage, she pulled back the 
curtain of time and brought a 200-year-old 
author back from the dead. 

’’Dickens was a dandy,” she joked - 
“Red waistcoats and parties and pints of 
champagne and dancing all night until dawn." 

Dickens’s energy was relentless, both 
physical - he regularly walked more than 20 
miles a day - and cerebral, writing two or 
more novels at a time. Oliver Twist was begun 
before Pickwick Papers was finished, and 
Nicholas Nickleby was not far behind. 

Never before had a great novelist been so 
prolific. He wrote an eye-watering 34 books 
in his 58 years. He laid bare the injustices 
of Victorian life and his public were simply 
entranced. From prisons to poorhouses, 
no target was spared from the devastating 
reach of his pen. Ebenezer Scrooge’s ethical, 
emotional and ideological transformation 
in A Christmas Carol, was perhaps most 
illustrative of Dickens’s own views. But this 
visionary and philanthropist had a much 
^darker side, as Tomalin, (left), 
; quick to point out: “His 
own daughter called him 
k wicked and as to how 
he treated his wife” - 
-whom he ultimately, 
(and unpleasantly, 
] divorced. 

Tomalin warmed 
F to her subject with 
passion and humour 
belying her span of 
eight decades. “I have 
always loved Dickens,” 
she said, revealing she 
read Great Expectations 
when only seven. Despite an award for her 
biography on Pepys, she felt that she owed 
her beloved Dickens a book: “I gave him such 
a small part in my book about his mistress,” 
(Ellen Ternan in The Invisible Woman). 

A little-known fact in the life of Charles 
Dickens was the influence of his friend and 
biographer, John Forster. They became 
inseparable - “We are brothers," Dickens 
declared listening to his friend like no other. 
David Copperfield’s first person narrative - 
quite shocking at the time - was at Forster’s 
suggestion and a measure of the esteem he 
was held in. When Dickens died of a stroke 
in Gad’s Hill in Kent, his friend and his 
inspiration was mortified. “The joy of life is 
gone," he declared. Tomalin said generously 
at the end: “Forster’s biography of Dickens 
is the definitive book." But her own, Charles 
Dickens A Life, runs it very close. 8/10

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Changes to the rents and 
tenancies of some advertised 
housing association properties. 

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties. If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you 
are currently a housing association tenant the 
rent you pay on your present home will not be 
affected by this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

Greenwich swimmers make big splash in Olympic pool 


YOUNG swimmers from 
Greenwich were among 
the first to test the 
water at the Aquatics 
Centre to be used in the 
London Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

About 300 young people 
gave the Aquatics Centre a 
big thumbs-up as they got 
the chance to swim at the 
iconic 2012 venue. 

And a great team effort in 
the squadron race hoisted 
Team Greenwich up into 
the second place in the Six 
Host Borough Swimming 
Championship on Sunday, 
March 18. 

Michael Gregory, one of 
Greenwich’s team captains 
on the day, told GT: “It’s 
a great venue. The pool 
feels really fast. It’s really 
inspiring for us to swim in 
the Olympic pool where the 
likes of Rebecca Adlington 
and Liam Tancock swam - 
especially as Tancock was 
there to watch as well. 

“To win the squadron race 
was great - that’s the blue

riband event of the gala. 
We’d have liked to have won 
- but coming second is still a 
great effort.” 

Rachel Davis, the other 
team captain, added: “It 
was a fantastic day - one 
we’ll remember for the rest 
of our lives. It was great 
being in all those areas in 
the centre where the world’s 
best will be in a few months. 
We’ll be watching it on TV 
saying ‘We were there’!” 

The annual event was 
organised by the Olympic 
Park Legacy Company 
and Greenwich Leisure 
Limited (GLL) to give local 
youngsters the opportunity 
to use the main 50m pool 
before the Olympic athletes. 

More than 1,000 spectators 
watched the swimmers 
aged between nine and 18 
compete in the freestyle 
relay, medley relay, 
backstroke, breaststroke 
and freestyle individual 
events and relays. There 



were also disability events 
including 50m backstroke, 
breaststroke and freestyle. 

Greenwich were winners 
for the previous two years 
but this year’s team which 
included boys and girls 
from every age group 
and a disabled swimmer, 
won them the runners- 
up trophy while Waltham 
Forest took the trophy this 
time. 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet 
member for culture and 
the Olympics, attended the 
event with Royal Greenwich 
Mayor Jim Gillman. 

Cllr Fahy said: What a 
wonderful experience for 
our young swimmers. I 
must say it was great to see 
our team win the squadron 
event, a fantastic example 
of their togetherness.”

A SERIES of football-based activities 
proved a big hit with Thamesmead 
youngsters with 75 turning out 
each week at Woolwich Polytechnic 
secondary school. 

The free sessions were designed to attract 
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opportunities to Londoners of all ages 
and abilities, to encourage greater 
participation in sport and physical 
activity in the build-up to the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games and beyond, and 
helps organisations deliver a grass-roots 
sporting legacy across London. 

Dan Wells, Sporting Club Thamesmead’s 
sports development worker, told GT: “One 
of the outcomes for the sessions was to 
ensure that 10 per cent of the young people 
who attended were classed as ‘inactive’ - 
those who have participated in less than 
30 minutes of sport or active recreation in 
the last 28 days. 

“We exceeded this target with 20 per cent 
of the people attending being classed in 
this way. Now we will be looking at ways 
of keeping the young people engaged with 
physical activity by inviting partners to 
deliver similar schemes at Sporting Club 
Thamesmead when it opens in June.”
